In 1953, when President Ei- 
senhower took office, military 
aid to-the French was contin- 
ued and increased. When the 
French finally withdrew in 
1954 and Vietnam was parti- 
tioned, Eisenhower agreed to 
provide limited aid to the 
government of South Viet- 
nam, threatened by takeover 
from the Communist govern- 
ment of North Vietnam. How- 
ever, “President Eisenhower 
stuck to his basic position that

Which, in turn, means 
treading on the toes of 
various special interest 
pressure groups.

Primarily, we would 
say, lack of total informa- 
tion, not only generally, but 
on the part of at least two 
members of the Tulare 
county board of. super- 
visors, Charles Cummings 
and Ray Muller, who were 
more uninformed than in- 
formed when thy appeared 
recently at a meeting of 
directors of the Porterville 
chamber of commerce to 
discuss the court issue.... 
To over-simplify the 
question, a municipal court 
can be established when 
population in a judicial dis- 
trict reaches 40,000 
persons. A municipal court 
if established in Porter- 
ville, would replace the 
present justice court, and, 
among other things it would 
be mandatory that an at- 
torney sit as judge; also, 
jurisdiction of the munic- 
ipal court is considerably 
expanded from that of the 
justice court. At present, 
there is one municipal 
court in Tulare county - at 
Visalia. Since the early 
1950s when the judicial sy- 
stem was reorganized to 
provide for the municipal 
court to serve in the jur- 
isdictional area between 
the justice court and the 
superior court, Tulare 
supervisors have juggled 
judicial districts toprevent 
‘the replacing of existing 
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justice courts with mun- 
ipal courts. Current jug- 
gling of the Porterville dis- 
trict is the second such ef- 
fort; the Visalia district 
was juggled at least once 
prior to the time that 
through a sort of ‘‘test case 
action’’ the municipal court 
was established while an- 
other boundary-juggling 
effort was being made... 
There are probably at least 
three sides to this court 
question - the side of the 
justice court judges who 
maintain that justice is be- 
ing done inthe justice court 
at a considerably less cost 
than if the same cases 
went to a municipal court; 
the side of attorneys who 
question this premise; and 
the most important side, 
the side of the people, 
which, in our opinion, 
should be represented by 
elected county supervisors 
... We strongly suggest that 
the following information 
be developed in-relation to 
courts in Tulare county: 1. 
Present total cost - justice 
court, municipal court, 
superior court. 2. Mone- 
tary returns from these 
courts back to the county. 
3. Number of cases that 
now go from outside the 
Visalia district to the 
Visalia municipal court, 
particularly from the 
Porterville district. 4. An 
appraisal of the 
convenience and.cost factor 
for individuals whose case 
must go to the Visalia 
municipal court. 5. A 
study of total county wide 
case load at the three court 
levels aimed at determin- 
ing the most efficent court 
setup to handle this load - 
and anticipated future load 
...And we further strongly 
suggest that county super- 
visors accept the state- 
ments of no individual, or 
no group, as “‘gospel,’’ re- 
membering that present 
justice court judges at- 
torneys, and the California 
Judicial council (if this 
group is brought into the 
picture) all have special 
axes to grind. But from 
these predjudicial witnes- 
ses will come a cross- 
section of information that 
in total will just about cover 
the field, and when intelli- 
gently and impartially 
weighed by the present pre- 
dominently political base.
